The Italian chief of police, said 
yesterday it was possible the sabo- 
tage of oil depots in Trieste was 
planned by a group of West German 
extremists and carried out by Arab 
students in Italy. General San Gior- 
gio told an Israel Radio correspond- 
ent several Arab students have been 
questioned in connection with the 
incident. 

Reuter reports from Trieste that 
Italian counter- agents 
have been called in to help investi- 
gations following claims by Pales- 
tinian terrorists that they were re- 
sponsible for the sabotage last week. 

Other officials, however, were scep- 
tical of the terrorists’ claim. 

‘Tt ig easy," said Deputy Pro- 
secutor Alessandro Brenci, “to claim 
credit for something like this.” 

However, he said the claim on

organization, Black September, that 
it set off bombs at the depot was 
under investigation — “along with 
other hypotheses.”

Tamra villagers protest 
- demolition of field huts

HAIFA. — A delegation of villagera 
from Tamra in Western Galilee came 


in the

in the fields for storing equipment 
and to provide shelter for field work- 
ers againat sun and rain.

We were fined 
for putting up Megal structures, but 
received no guidance what to do," 
they complained. 

They have now instructed a law- 
yer to take up theit case and said 
they would appeal to the High Court 
against further demolitions.

garian Jewry. 

Ex-general Winckelmann, now 
78, was in 1044 named supreme 
German commander in Hungary by 
5.8. Chief Heinrich Himmier. It 
was Winckelmanu who issued the 
orders, carried out by Adolf Hich- 
mann and his underlings, ‘by which 
400,000 Hungarian and Rumanian 
Jews were shipped to Auschwitz to 
‘be murdered. 


The Haifa organization, the Union 
of Jewish Victims of the Nazis, said 
it learnt of Winckelmann's presence 
in Germany when it read of his re- 
quest to the German Interior Min- 
istry that his pension, which he has 
been receiving since 1948, be raised 
from 1,700 marks (12,250) a month 
to 4,000 marks (115,300) a month. 

Winckelmann, who as German 
commander was also ble for 
the transfer of three billion dollars 
worth of stolen Jewish property to 
Germany, ‘reportedly told the Ger 
man Interfor Ministry that he was 
entitled to the higher pension on the 
grounds of Qn eX- ‘al 
rather than‘a mere retired executive.

Highest-paid City employee 
Capital’s town planner 
gets two-year contract

Prof Nathaniel Lichfield of Lon- 
don will serve as chief town planner 
of Jerusalem for the next two years 
under a contract signed yesterday 
with the Municipality. 

The appointment gives Jerusalem 
for the first time a planning chief 
with broad powers. It comes at 8 
time considered critical for the 
development of the city. 

Prof, Lichfleld’s 145,000 Annual 
salary will make him the highest- 
paid employee in the Municipality, 
He will spend only half his time in 
Jerusalem. The remainder will be

His appointment was greeted yes- 
terday with enthusiasm by members 
of the Urban Planning Unit, which 
has been without a permanent head 
since it was formed more than a 
year ago. “We have the possibility 
now to do some real planning in 
Phebe eae seid a member of the 
unit. 

Prof Lichfield’s principal tesks will 
be to create an efficient planning 
process and to oversee the develop- 
ment of a legal outline plan for 


the city. He is also to recommend 
ways for increasing public partici- 
pation in the planning’ process. 

Since its creation, the Urban 
Planning Unit has been part of the 
Clty Engineer’s office. Its members 
hed hoped that with the appoint- 
ment of Prof. Lichfteld an indepen- 
dent department would be created in 
which alt planning responsibility 
would be concentrated. However, un- 
der the terms of Prof. Lichfield's 
contract, planning remains within 
the City Engineer's office. 

While Prof. Lichfield is to have 
complete authority over planning 
while he Js in Jerusalem, it is not 
clear who will exercise control dur- 
his absences — an assistant 
delegated, by himself or City En- 
gineer Amikani Yaffe. 

In addition to the Unit's long- 
range planning, Prof. Lichfield will 
have responsibility over building 
Heences and will share responsibility 
for transport planning. 

It had originally been thought 
that Prof. Lichfield would serve only 
until the end of next year.
